SCSI (pronounced "scuzzy") is a 
standard interface (approved by 
ANSI) for attaching a variety of pe¬ 
ripheral devices to computers. Typi¬ 
cally, a SCSI controller comes with or 
is added to a computer as an adapter 
card. A SCSI controller can handle up 
to 7 devices of various types (for ex¬ 
ample, CD-ROMs, tape backup de¬ 
vices, and scarmers). Devices are ar¬ 
ranged as a chain from a single inter¬ 
face and input/output for these devices 
is interleaved by the controller and the 
operating i^stem. The following vari¬ 
eties of SCSI are currently imple¬ 
mented: 

SCSI: Uses an 8-bit bus, and sup¬ 
ports data rates of 4 MBps 

Fast SCSI: Uses an 8-bit bus, and 
supports data rates of 10 MBps. 

Ultra SCSI: Uses an 8-bit bus, and 
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sui^rts data rates of 20 MBps. 

Fast Wide SCSI: Uses a 16-bit bus 
and siq^rts data rates of 20 MBps. 

Ultra Wide SCSI: Uses a 16-bit 
bus and suj^rts data rates of 40 

MBps. Also called SCSI-3. En¬ 
hanced (sometimes "Expanded") IDE 
is a standard electronic interface be¬ 
tween your computer and its mass 
storage drives. EIDE's enhancements 
to Integrated Drive Electronics (IDE) 
make it possible to address a hard 
didc larger than 528 Mt^es. EIDE 
also provides faster access to the hard 
drive, support for Direct Memory Ac¬ 
cess (DMA), and siqjport for addi¬ 
tional drives, incluctog CD-ROM 
and tape devices through the AT At¬ 
tachment Packet Inter&ce (ATAPI). 
When updating your cominiter with a 
larger hard drive (or other drives), an 
EIDE "controller" can be adled to 
your computer in one of its card slots. 

The original IDE interface sup¬ 
ports data transfer rates of about 3.3 
MBps 

Enhanced IDE (EIDE), siq^rts 
data transfer rates of about 12 Ml^. 
Also called ATA-2 or Fast IDE or 
Fast-ATA 

ATA-3: Also known as Ultra 
ATA, supports data transfer rates of 
33 MBps. 

Mbny PCs come with IDE disk 
^ems. Although they are usually 
cheaper than SCSI based machines, 
th^ can be a drag on the whole ^- 
tem performance. IDE ^ems re¬ 
quire the CPU to do most of the 
work. For example, an IDE command 
miglit be "get b^e 3 from trade 6" 
and the CPU has to wait for the con¬ 
troller to get this byte. SCSI, on the 
other hand, is command driven. So a 
SCSI command might be "get sector 
123 and interrupt me when you've got 
it". In this case, the CPU will be able 
to <k> other tasks while the disk sys¬ 
tem performs the command. 

SCSI has yet another unique 
function that is umnatched 1^ En¬ 
hanced IDE, i.e. one can connect 
disks, printers, scaimers, MO disks, 
stackers, and tape drives to a single 
SCSI adapter. Using Enhanced IDE 


devices different adapters are needed for 
multiple peripherals. An IDE adapter can 
coimect two devices, one master and one 
slave. Only one of the two can be busy at 
one time. Remember the single tasking 
function of IDE? Two requests to those 
two drives must be completed secpien- 
tially! 

The bottom line is ifyou have an IDE 
or EIDE controller and have both your 
hard drive and your CDROM hooked to 
the same controller, buy another con¬ 
troller! Have the faster controller run 
your hard drive (if the controller is at¬ 
tached directly to your motherboard and 
you have a fairly new motherboard, at¬ 
tach the hard d^e to it) and the slower 
one for the ODROM drive. Also take note 
that newer motherboards often include 
two EIDE controllers, making this task 
easier.

VIRUSES. VIRUSES. AND MORE 
VIRUSES! 

New computer viruses are always 
emerging, but here are the most fie- 
quently encountered strains reported 
Ae National Computer Security Associa¬ 
tion, ranked firom the most prevalent to 
least. 

1. FORM.A (also known as Form 
128). If you hear a sound like a key¬ 
board clicking through your com- 
puter’s speaker on the 24® of every 
month, you may have caught this 
boot-sector virus. 

2. ON£_HALF.3544 (a.k.a. Dis, Free 
Love). To avoid detection, this mul¬ 
tipartite virus changes its appearance 
each time it replicates. It’s basically 
harmless, but if you don’t follow 
anti-virus software prompts to the 
letter when reand so on - in its 
CMOS settings. This Anti-CMOS 
boot-sectomoving it, you can lose 
critical tystem informatiorL 

3. AntiEXE.A (a.k.a. Newbug, New 
Bug). This boot-sector virus targets 
and corrupts .exe files. Press the 
Ctrl and Break ktys at the same time 


and it can overwrite portions of 
your hard drive. 

4. WORD.CONCEPT (a.k.a. Con¬ 
cept, Prank Macro). This an¬ 
noying macro virus infects the 
default Microsoft Word template, 
then replicates to other Word 
documents you save. Open a 
Word document, and you’ll see a 
pop-up dialog box wi& the num¬ 
ber “1.” Click on the OK button, 
and the box disappears - but the 
virus does not. 

5. EMPIRE MONKEY.B (a.k.a. 
Monkey). When this monkey 
climbs onto your hard drives boot 
sector, you may not be able to 
access some files on floppy disks. 
Worse, it makes your hard drive 
inaccessible even when you boot 
up from a write-protected floppy 
disk. 

6. JUNKIE. This multipartite virus 
attacks the boot sectors of floppy 
disks and hard drives, becoming 
memory-resident and attaching 
itself to .com files. It may have 
been written to see how widely it 
would replicate, because it’s not 
knovm to cause aity real damage. 

7. RUTER (a.k.a. Jack Ripper). 
This memory-resident boot-sector 
virus slowly corrupts data on your 
hard drive and floppy di^. 

8. AntiCMOS.A (a.k.a. Lenart, 
Lanert). Your computer stores 
its base information - amount of 
RAM, kind of hard drive r virus 
erases these settings, thereby ren¬ 
dering your tystem useless. 

9. NATAS.4744 (a.k.a. Satan, 
Sat_Bug.Natas). Beware: If this 
multipartite virus detects an anti¬ 
virus program that’s not 
eqniiq)ed to handle it, it can re¬ 
format your entire hard drive. 

10. PARnY_BOOT.B (a.k.a. 
Generic 1). Ifyou get the mes¬ 
sage PARITY CHECK when you 
hit a kty - and yowr tystem hangs 
up- you probably have this bug. 

It resides in memory every time 
you turn on your compiter and 
infects any floppy disks you use. 

Your best protection is one of the 

six Win 95 programs that keep digi- 
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tal bugs from invading your PC and 
destroying your files. They are: 
Cheyenne Anti-Virus v.2.0. Dr. 
Solomon’s AntiVirus Toolkit, IBM 
Antivirus v.2.5, McAfee VirusScan 
Deluxe v.2.0.6, Norton AntiVirus 
v.2.0 for Windows 95, and PC-cillin

YOU GONNA CALL? 

Do you rely on your PC for every¬ 
thing, to the point where the only 
address book you have is the one in 
your e-mail program? Shame, 
shame. If your system crashes, not 
only will you be really upset, but 
you won't be able to call anyone to 
tell them about it! Back up your ad¬ 
dress book regularly. 

In an Explorer or My Computer 
window, find your address book and 
take note of its location. (For exam¬ 
ple, if you use Outlook Express, this 
file is C:\Program Files\Outlook 
Exress\Wab.exe. 

With a disk in your floppy drive, 
right-mouse click on the file, select 
Send To, and then choose 3 1/2 
Floppy (A). (Or if you prefer, copy 
the file to your disk in some other 
way.) If you ever need to restore this 
file, (In this case, the Windows 
folder). 
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STOP STARTING ALREADY! 

Can't figure out how to get a pro¬ 
gram to stop loading every time you 
start Windows 95? (Software devel¬ 
opers have a whole lotta nerve to 
assume this is a convenience. They 
should ask first.) There are three 
places where you can try to stop this 
annoyance: 

* The Startup folder. This is the 
most obvious location for a program 
reference. Right-mouse click on 

Start, select Open, double-click on 
Programs, then double-click on 
Startup. If you see a shortcut to the 
annoying program inside, delete it. 

* Your WIN.INI file. Select Start, 
Run, type sysedit and click on OK. 

Inside the System Configuration 
Editor, make the WIN.INI window 
active and look for a "run=" or 
"load=" line under the [windows] 
section. Programs referred to on 
these lines load at startup. 

If you feel comfortable doing 
so, remove the reference to the an¬ 
noying program, and save your 
change. (If not, have yoiu* local 
computer guru help you. WIN.INI 
is a veiy important file and should 
not be messed with unless you 
know what you're doing.) 

The Registry. Select Start, Run, 
type regedit and click on OK to 
open the Registry Editor. Navigate 
your way to 

HKEY_LOCAL_MACHINE\SOF 

TWARE\Microsoft\Windows\Current 

VersionNRUN. 

In the right pane, you'll find pro¬ 
grams that load when Windows 95 
starts. Right-mouse click on the one 
giving you grief, select Delete, and 
close the Registry Editor. (As always, 
before editing the Registry, back it 
up. One way is to zip your System.dat 
and User.dat files and store them on a 
floppy disk.) 

Whichever method you used, 
restart Windows 95 and (in most 
cases) breathe a deep sigh of satisfac¬ 
tion!

SPLIT THE DEFRAG 

If you're defragmenting your 
drive, keep in mind that you 
don't have to tackle the whole 
job at once. The Disk Defi'ag- 
menter breaks the operation 
into two parts—defragmenting 
files and consolidating space. 
If you need to get back to 
work as quickly as possible, 
you might try just defragment¬ 
ing now, to gain performance 
improvement, then coming 
back to the consolidation part- 
later, when you have more 
time. 

Select Start, Programs, Ac¬ 
cessories, System Tools, Disk 
Defragmenter to open Win¬ 
dows 95's defi^agging utility.

WRITE YOUR OWN BIOS 

Want a printout of your sys¬ 
tem's BIOS setup? The following 
Technique works on most systems: 

Boot your system normally. Se¬ 
lect Sta^ Shut Down, choose the 
Restart option, and click on Yes.

Get rid of those temp files. As for 
temporary files most of them are re¬ 
moved when you shut down the sys¬ 
tem, or when you quit applications. 
But nether the less they always seem 
to gather-for instance if the machine 
crashes or through other anomalous 
events. It helps to remove them manu¬ 
ally every once in a while using the 
following process. 

1 . Open My Computer and se¬ 
lect your hard drive, usually C: 
and open it. 

2. In your windows directory 
browse to the Temp subdirec¬ 
tory, the default location for 
temporary files. 

3. Click List in the view menu 
and click details. 

4. In the arrange Icons menu 
click By Date. 

5. Select all the files and folders 
with dates earlier than today 

(they are no longer being 
used) and put them in the re¬ 
cycle bin. You may find 
some .exe. files among them, 
and it is generally ok to delete 
these-often they are just left 
over from installation pro¬ 
grams. If you feel uncomfort¬ 
able deleting them it is ok to 
leave them. 

6. Empty your recycle bin. Keep 
in mind that using windows 
explorer to randomly excise 
data or erase entire directories 
is the wrong way to approach 
spring disk cleaning. Even if 
you see unknown files scat¬ 
tered throughout your hard 
disk, it’s better to leave them 
alone than to delete something 
and discover you need it later.

CONTROL YOUR WINDOWS 

When you double-click a folder 
inside a folder inside a folder (and 
so on), does each folder open in a 
separate window? There are two 
ways to switch to a one-window 
view, so you don't have all that ess 
on-screen. 

Hold down Ctrl as you double¬ 
click a folder icon (inside an 
already-open window). Its contents 
will replace those of the current 
window. 

To make the one-window view a 
permanent thing, in any Explorer 
window, select View, Options, and 
on the Folder tab, select the second 
of the two browsing options.

Refill instructions: Cannon BC-20, BCI-21 car¬ 
tridges; also Apple M3240GA and M3330GA Car¬ 
tridges. Many different Cannon 
4000/4100/4200/4500 Series Printers. Many other 
printers, including certain Apple Stylewriter 
2400/2500 models. 

THEORY: The ink in this cartridge is retained be¬ 
cause the cartridge has an internal sponge. 
INSTRUCTIONS: Step(l): Put the cartridge on 
" some paper towels in an area where you can toler¬ 
ate a spill. Step (2): For the black cartridge, use a 
1/16 inch or #55 drill to enlarge the fill hole on top 
of the cartridge. This may be covered by a label. 
Step (3): Inject the black BCI-21 cartridge with 
about 4 ml of ink (about 1/8 of a syringe bottle), 
(use about 30 ml— 2 l full syringe bottle.—^for the 
BC-20 cartridge.) Inject S-L-O-W-L-Y to fill the 
entire cartridge. Be sure to remove and re-insert 
the needle a few times to expose the entire sponge 
to the ink. Step (4): You only need the hole with a 
piece of electrical tape for extended storage or 
transportation to prevent leaking or drying out. 
Remove the tape when printing. Step (5): Set on a 
paper towel for an hour as a drip precaution. Ex¬ 
pect a few drips. Cover all holes during storage to 
prevent leaks and evaporation. Step (6): Take the 
color BCI-21 cartridge. Hold the bottom securely 
with a vise or wrench and (using another wrench), 
snap off the top cover. Step (7): There are three 
vent holes on top. Enlarge these holes with a 1/16 
inch, 1.5 mm, or #55 drill. Looking down from the 
top, if the back center hole is cyan, the Magenta 
hole is to the front left and the Yellow is to the 
front right. Verify this by inserting an empty sy¬ 
ringe needle and removing it for a color check. 

Step (8): Tape over the two holes which your ARE 
NOT FILLING to prevent ink contamination. Each 
color can only take about 2 ml when empty, so do 
not expect much. Refill slowly as you did the black 
cartridge. Step (9): You only need cover the hole 
with a piece of electrical tape for extended storage 
or transportation to prevent leaking or drying out. 
Remove the tape when printing. Step (10): Set on 
a paper towel for an hour as a drip precaution. Ex¬ 
pect a few drips. Cover all holes during storage to 
prevent leaks. 

To Clean the Printhead: Follow the directions in 
the printer manual. To Clean Your Hands: The ink 
is watersoluble. Use plenty of soap and warm wa¬ 
ter. You may also wish to use Comet or a cleaner if 
the stains persist.

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PC Insurance:

The best way to find out about in¬ 
surance in to talk to your insurance 
agent to see what is covered under 
your homeowners/renter policy. 

Now, your insurance policy will 
probably cover computer damage re¬ 
sulting from accidents beyond your 
control, such as fires, storms, light¬ 
ning strikes, and power surges. 

But it doesn't cover accidents you're 
responsible for such as spilling a 
drink on the computer or dropping 
your portable PC. 

Homeovmers and renters policies also 
might not cover the entire cost of 
replacing your computer. Some io^ 
surance companies let you choose 
whether your want to Insure the re¬ 
placement cost of your property or , 
for a lower premium, its current 
value. Your computer is almost cer¬ 
tainly worth less than replacement 
cost. A computer more than a . 
year old may be worth only a few 
hundred dollars, but the cost to re¬ 
place it would probably be more than 
SIOOD.OO Some homeowners and 
renters polides cover the replacement 
costs or if not, you may pay a 
slightly higher premium. 

SCHEDUUNG 

When you schedule property, also 
knovm as endorsing, you're essen¬ 
tially insuring that pieis of property 
against virtually anything. You'll 
pay more, but you'll receive more 
average—those accidents that you're 
respinsible for vrill be covered after 
all replacement cost. The only ma¬ 
jor exception to this type of insur¬ 
ance is floods and eardupiakes, 
which generally require coverage 
under separate insurance. Schedul¬ 
ing can be cheap. Depending on 


where you Uve and your insurance 
company, the cost to schedule prop¬ 
erty on your Homeowners/renters pol¬ 
icy could be as httle as $1.00 per 
$100 of property per year. For ex¬ 
ample, a $1,500 computer would cost 
$15 a year to schedule. That's pea¬ 
nuts when you consider what you 
could end up paying to replace the 
computer. What better, with some 
insurance policies, there is no de¬ 
ductible if you schedule the computer. 
It is suggested by some insurance 
agencies to schedule your computer. 
Often times there is no deductible, 
and you get better coverage. Now 
that you can start such coverage with 
computers you already own. An agent 
says there is no statute of limitations 
w^n it comes to insuring property. 
You don't have to take chances if you 
did not insure at time of purchase. 

COMPUTER INSURANCE POLICIES 
Not ell insurance companies offer op¬ 
tion of scheduling your computer, 
however, check with your agent. If 
you cannot obtain this coverage, but 
do not want to svdtch insurance com¬ 
panies, consider buying a policy from 
an insurance company that offers 
policies covering only your computer. 
Safeware is one such oimpany; by its 
estimates, it insures one in every 
1000 PCs in the United States. Safo- 
ware offors more comprehensive cov¬ 
erage limit of $15,000—and more 
protection for portable PCs. These 
policies also cover the full replace¬ 
ment cost. Safeware spokesperson 
Jennifer Blackburn says "There is no 
deductible or depreciation." For ex¬ 
ample, if you purchased a then Top- 
of-^-line 486 computer several years 
ago, insured it, and lost it tomorrow 
in a fire, your oiverage would buy 
your todays top of the line computer, 
the Pentium II. A point to note point 
to 


Point to remember from your edi¬ 
tor is perhaps you vdll need to 
look toward peripherals also for 
insuring. Eg. scanners, printers. 
PORTABLES 

Some insurance polices even 
cover your personal property 
when you are away from home. 
Say someone brealm into your car 
and steals your portable PC— 
which you probably shouldn't 
leave in your car anyway. Your 
Insurance will cover it. But, of 
course, the generosity of insur¬ 
ance companies has it bounds. 
Limits on the amount of property 
your homeowners policy vM 
cover outside the home do apply. 
A typical limit is 10% of the 
maximum amount covered by 
your policy. Example, you are in¬ 
sured for $15,000 vrarth of prop¬ 
erty your portable vrauld be cov¬ 
ered at $1,500.00. Portable are 
more prone for damage, as in air 
port personnel throwing your 
pack^ed portable or rough rides 
in cars and briefcases.

If Intel Corp. has its way, your car 
may soon be telling yon where to go.

ARE YOU LISTENING? 
FROM ROTARY MAGAZINE 
SEPTEMBER 1998 
How can managers exercise their lis¬ 
tening “muscles” to become more 
capable business leaders or commu¬ 
nity leaders? The first step is to rec¬ 
ognize and accept the value of active 
listening. U.S. News broadcaster 
Diane Sawyer once said, “The one 
lesson I have learned is that there is 
no substitute for paying attention.” 
Instead, we give the speaker some 
fleeting notice, while silently form¬ 
ing our own comments and rebuttals. 
We fidget impatiently until the 
speaker pauses for a breath and then 
chime in with our opinions. We con¬ 
centrate on the spealcer’s delivery, 
mannerisms, or appearance, rather 
than on the message. Active listen¬ 
ing, also known as evaluative listen¬ 
ing, requires setting aside-at least for 
the moment,-your own opinions and 
concentrating on the speaker.

Becoming an effective listener does- 
not mean you must passively sit by, 
while your co-worker prattles on 
about the weekend or inane com¬ 
plaints. Be selective about who you 
listen to, and set aside a block of 
time, free of distractions, to truly lis¬ 
ten. As Oliver Wendell Holmes said 
“It is the province of knowledge to 
speak. And it is the privilege of wis¬ 
dom to listen.”
